Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that the destination for image data in Nagasaka 
cannot be opened to view contents as in the claimed simple output, but the Examiner noted that some Nagasaka 
objects can be intermediate, and further, that Fredlund discloses a viewer for image data that is about to be printed that 
would be obviously combinable with Nagasaka. Applicant questions the motivation for such a combination, since 
Nagasaka already has image verification through the drag-and-drop process. The Examiner responded that the 
contents of the destination after a Nagasaka session might be something the user would want to review once again. 
Applicant then questioned the motivation to further use Jackson, to place thumbnail icons in the simple output. The 
Examiner responded that Jackson is being used to show a thumbnail selection screen, of the kind obviously applicable 
in the print-ordering scenario of both Fredlund and Jackson. Applicant did not agree to any of the Examiner's 
contentions regarding the cited prior art and the motivation to combine. The Examiner was unable to suggest further 
amendments that would distinguish the claims over the combinations of references. 
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
